The two stars, Mizar and Aleor, form 
a double star system which can easily 
be perceived by the naked eye. 
This 
was not the ease formerly, as the 
Arab used the resolution of the system 
Into Its two components as a test for 
good eyes. 
It would seem, therefore, that this 
star has Increased in brightness since 
the tenth century, a supposition wbicU 
is supported by the fact that it is not 
mentioned by the ancients. 
The history of this star was familiar 
to astronomers when it was found, in 
1007, that Aleor Is itself a double star. 
It Is now discovered by Harlow Shap- 
ley that Aleor varies in brightness, the 
variations having a feeble amplitude 
and a short period, The spectrum type 
of Aleor, which Is a star A 5-tbnt Is to 
say, a white star with hydrogen pre* 
dominating and the doubling of the 
lines—announces a variation of the Al­ 
gol type. by eclipse rather than con­ 
tinuous variation. 
It Is supposed that there exists a 
couple of elliptic stars very close to­ 
gether and inclined on their orbit in 
such a way that the mutual eclipse Is 
feeble or almost nothing, the variations
